Dear Mr. Wansing:

On March 29, 2012, in response to complaints received in the Nashville Field Office, personnel
of the Division of Solid Waste Management, Tennessee Department of Environment and
Conservation conducted an investigation at the referenced facility located at 3643 Highway 12,
Ashland City, TN

Observations made during this site investigation confirmed the improper operation of the facility
relative to State regulations and the approved facility waste processing notification. Specifically,
‘the following conditions were noted:

» The compost windrows were not covered with durable sheeting as required by the
approved notification. :

o The compost processing area i$ not paved as required by regulation.

e Liquid from the composting waste has pooled between the windrows. This condition
violates the regulatory requirement to provide an approved means for managing all
liquids which drain from solid wastes at the facility.

It should also be noted that the complaints against the referenced facility allege an offensive odor
comes from the site. The most recent visit to the site confirmed the presence of an offensive odor
from the site. The source of the odor is believed to be the leachate that is present and the
uncovered windrows. Proper operation of the facﬂlt'y should greatly reduce the presence of
offensive odors.

Tennessee Code Annotated Section 68-211-104(3) and 68-211-104(4) state:
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(3) It is unlawful to construct, alter, or operate a solid waste processing or disposal
facility or site in violation of the rules, regulations, or orders of the commissioner

or in such a manner as to create a public nuisance.

(4) It is unlawful to transport, process, or dispose of solid waste in violation of this
chapter, the rules and regulations established under the provisions of this chapter
or in violation of the orders of the commissioner or board.

All improper activities at this registered facility must cease immediately. In order for the facility
to maintain the authorization to operate under the Solid Waste Processing rules, it must comply
with all the applicable provisions of Rule 1200-1-7-.02(1)(c) and the approved notification, To
minimize the potential of this Office pursuing enforcement actions, the facility must be brought
into compliance within 21 days of receiving this letter. This Office will conduct follow-up
investigations to monitor the status of your efforts.

There is also a concern regarding the proposed pavement that is intended for the facility and the
regular operating protocol. The notification indicates compacted gravel will be used to meet the
requirement that waste handling occurs on paved surfaces. Because compacted gravel does not -
prevent waste constituents from entering the environment, the gravel would only be acceptable if
it were underlain by an impermeable layer of some sort. This could be a sheet of plastic if it were
adequately protected from puncture and a mechanism were provided that allowed for the
collection of liquids captured by the impermeable layer. Prior to installing any kind of pavement
layer, please contact Mr. Brad Martin to discuss an acceptable configuration.

So that this Office can obtain an understanding of the way The Compost Coﬁpany will operate,
we request that you inform us of any times and dates, in the near future, that someone will be on-
site operating the facility. Our staff would like to meet the operators at the site and become

familiar the operation.
